the**Great Tribune of the People.” was an- 
nounced to address the people and the word 
passed over the county of Bartow Jike news of 
the arrival of along acsent friend.

A MAGNIFICENT EFFORT. 

Atthe hour ot eleven a m. the court house 
was filled with a large and attentive audience. 
Yany ‘adies were present to grace the occasion 
Every seat in the house was filled and among 
the auditors were a number of colored people. 

The en’rance of General Toombs was greeted 
with applause. 

General Pierce M. B Y.ung introduced the 
poble olé Nestor of Georgia siatesmen in words 
of high eulogy and pleasing com piiment 

Gen. Toombs arose and at once congratulated 
the people upon the near approach of the day 
of their deliverance from a constitution not of 
their own making, or msde by thir consent 
He addressed himself to a full exposition of the 
two constitutions, showing the great defects of 
that of 1867, and holding up to admiration the 
great reforms. improvements and economy of 
the new oue ot 1877. He spoke of the cnanacs 
made in the representative, judicial and execa- 
tive branches ef the government and exhibited 
their admirable adjastment, under the new Con- 
stitution, to the necessities of the times and the 
preservation of popular liberties. U pon there 
Geu. Toombs reached, at times, the grandest 
cimax of power and the sublimest flights ef 
ele quence.

ArtLanta, Nov. 17, 1877. 


Editors Constituiion —On the 12th day 
of April, 1862. wheu the armies of the confed 
eracy were at Knoxville, Chattanooga, Corinth 
and Vicksburg, under Geners!] Bragg, with 
General Mitchell at Shelbyville, Tennessee, 
with a large force operating between Chattanoo. 
ga and Corinth. Mississippi, a detachment of 
twenty-three men of Mitchell's command de. 
seended as far as Marietta, Georgia, a distance 
of over ope hundred and twenty-five miles 
within our line. These men came among us, dis” 
guised as refugees, from Kentucky, a8 they said’ 
for the purpose of Srining the southern army 
(At that time I was a commissioned officer with 
the rank of captain, but detailed by Governor 
J E Brown as passenger conductor on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

These twenty-three men came down on the 
night passenger train on the lith of Apri!, 1862: 
and on the morning of the 12th got on my train 
at Marietta, some paying to ove point and some 
to another, but most of them paid their fare to 
Big Shanty, (then calied Camp McDonald, as 
there was acamp of instruction there at the time) 
and asserted thatit w«s their inteauon to join 
the southern army. When the train stopped at 
Big Shanty mostof the passengers goto for 
breakfast, it being the eati g station at that 
time. 

These twenty-three men uder the lead of 
Major Andrews, by a precoucerted arrangement 
when all the railroad men and most of the pas- 
sengers were at break/sst, seiz d the engine and 
threeempty freight cars which I had along, 
leaving the passenger care and all the passen 

gers aud railroad hands behindin astonisnment 
and with a train minus }jocomotion. 

The history of the race atteuded with all its 
hardships, dangers and intense excitement is 
very well tolQ\iu a book entitled ‘Daring end 
Suffering.’”’ dictated by a Mr Wm Pittenger, one 
of the 7 wenty-third. His statements are taken 
rom the ‘Southern Confeder.cy,” & pa per then 
putl shed in this city by Coi Geo W Adair. 

But for te.sons k:ownto myself, it is only 
the resul s that I desire to speak of now. Iti» 
sufficient, ‘hen, to say that the entire pariy 
were Captured. And thousands of the best men 
inthis country kuow that they were captured 
by my effort and management. This 1 am not 
ashamed vor a‘raid to confess, even bow, 
though it be unpopular. They were carried to 
Kuoxville and tried as spies. I was carried 
there as a witness against them. The tcsti- 
mony of Wm. Pittenger, who told who aud what 
they were, and my testimony, which was us to 
what they did and waat they tred to do, 
convicted them asspies Thatisto say cixh 

of them only, as only eight were tried, as it War 
developed by Pettinger’s testimony that eight 
of taem, Andrews being the leader, volunteered 
fur a cousideration of sixty thousand do.lars 
(the others belug detailed) at Andrews” re qucst 
io penetrate wiihin the southera iines as uear 
Atianta as possible, and burn ali the bridges on 

the Western and Atlantic railroad, by which 
means of transportation the southern ermy was 
eusiaining Audrews told me wh n | visiied 
him in jail in Knoxville, that such was the 
price he was to have been paid, aud that such 
was his understanding, aud added, laughingly, 
that inasmuch as I had prevented him from dvu- 
ing so, that Georgia or the conf. deracy, é/ i 
lived long encugh, ought to give me that sixty 

thousand dollars. 

It is only necessary to add that, being tound 
gnilty under the then existing lawof the land, 
they were sentenced todie. They were sent to 
Atlapta and executed according'y. There was 
no Unlawiul act by any officer or citizen, neither 
in Atianta or in Knoxviile. The court was 
composed of the reguiar number of officers of 
rank, pr siued over by a former judge of the 
superior court of Georgia, then a colonel in the 
Contedcrave S.ates arwy. ine prisoners were 
defended by Judge Jonn Baxter, of Knoxville 
Tennessee, and Judge Gault, of the same state. 
These gentiemen will say that the trial was a 
fair one and the result @ reasonable one 
under the Jaws as they then existed. Ihave 
conversed with Judge Baxter on the subject 
since the war aud my recoliection is that such is 
his opinion. 

I have in my posseseion a document signed by 
several of the unfortunate men fe. effect that 
my testimony was the truth throughout, ava 
expressing the kindest feelings toward me. 
though they had tried hard during the most 
exciting race of over oue hundred miles, to kill 
me, «8 well as while in the woods after they 
were forced to abandon the engine while the 
little party which I had gathered upon the way 
—six men—were in theirimmediate pursuit. 


{ would not have thus trespassed upon your 
goace «xcept that the truth of this Little piece of 
war bistory has been #0 warped by partisans as 
to be scarcely recoguizable.

JOHN 1. BALL. 


* Handie Him Teuderiy/|’—Take Him 
Before aJ FP.and Fied Him Galiilty 
Fi st—We Bore Jugging Without 
Trial by Jury. 


At the recent term of the superior 
courtin Henry county a novel and important 
dec.sion was made by Judge John I. Hall, pre- 
siding 

THE CASE 
wasthat of the town marshal of the village of 
Hampton, who had arrested a drunken man 
and put him im the calaboose over night. 
The man prosecuted the merehal for the 
slleged illegal act,and the case went to the 
superior court and was there tried. Judge Hal! 
gave the matter a full investigation, and in his 
charge to the jury announced the 
NEW INTERPRETATION OF THE LAW, 

‘ that the marshal and police of acity have no 
authority to imprison a citizen until he has been 
taken before a magistrate, and, after trial, ad- 
judged guilty.”’ 

The jury found the marshal guilty, and the 
judge fioed himonly $1, beeausej of the want 
of intention to yitlate the Jaw in imprisoning 
the prosecutor. ‘Tip, idea, too, is a bran new 
one, so far as we can learn, and the question has 
never before been before our courts, It re- 
verses all previous notions of the duties of po- 
lice officers, and appars to effectually haud-catt 
them in the discharge of their du:ies. 

JUDGE HALL’S VIEW 
of the case was that the ect of the officer was 
unconstutional. He held that a man hasa 
right to a hearing before being subjected to 
punishment and that imprisonment is 
punishment He reasous from the 
constitution that the right is inalienable 
and the duty of respecting it imperative The 
same view would hold good under the new 
constitution and give the party arrested right o! 
trial by jury. Sv far as we can learn there is 
reason to believe Judge Hall correctin his de 
cision and that the supreme co.rt will sustain 
it. 

THE EFFRCT OF IT, 

The eftect of such a decision upon the police 
« stems of cities would be most harassing and 
unfortunate. The polire now have trouble 
enough in meking arrests and holding offenders, 
without beiag subjected to the necessity of put- 
ting them atonce before the courte. Se.eral 
prominent difficulties in this matter are worthy 
of attention 

When the police arrest a drunken man ha, is 
in no condition to be triedorto make any de 
fense to which he may be entitled. How shall 
he be kept in the meantime? 

Arrests made at niehtare numerous Courts 
are then adjourned and magistrates asleep 
What shal) be done withthe offenders ? 

The police have the'r duties to attend to and 
to compel them to at¥rce go with prisoners 
before the courts and femain in attendance 
upor trials half a day would ruip any police 
system in the union. 

In other instances the perties arrested would 
not be ready fortrial nor able to give bond for 
their appearance What sbould be done in 
such cases with the accused? 

We do not offer eny answers to the above sug- 
gestions for we cannot seea way out of such a 
dilemma, under the interpretation made by 
Judge Hal). 
The best we can do is to give

“THE ARMY BILL. 


W asHineton, Noy 17.—In the house 
the senate amendments to the army 
‘appropriation bill were actedon. The 
more important were concurred in, 
fourteen democratic members, includ- 
ing the five from Texas, voting with 
the republicans. The bill now pro- 
vides that the cavalry regiments may 
be recruited to one hundred men in 
each company,and kept as near as 
practicable to that number, and 
that a sufficient force of cavalry 
shall be employed in the defense of the 
Mexican and Indian frontier of Texas, 
and that nothing in the bill shall au- 
thoriz> the recruiting of the army be- 
yond 25,000 men. 

FINANCIAL RELIEF, 


» Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, introduced 
a bill for the financial relief of the 
country to facilitate a ret rn to specie 
payments without injuriously affecting 
the commercial business and industry 
of the people. Referred. I: provides 
for the issue of three hundred and fifty 
millions of exchequer bills, with whie

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COTTON MILLS NOKTH AND SOUTA. 

How the Productiou of New England 
Factories Has Increased Since the 
War—No Fear ot Loss from Svuuth- 
ern Comprti‘tion 

A Mr. Cheney, of New Hampshire, 
having turned prophet and predicted 
ruin to the cotton manufacturing inter» 
ests, the editor of the Manchester Mir 
rur called upon ex Gov. E A. Straw, 
president of the New England Cotton 
Manufacturers’ association aud agent of 
the Amoskeay company, and asked him 
his opinion of that prediction. The 
Mirror says: 

“Mr. Straw is, and has been for 21 
years, the agent of the largest cotton 
mill in the world; he knows as much 
abouc cotton msnufacturing as any 
man,and he is thoroughly familiar with 
the water power and all other advan- 
tages of both the north and south, and 
he is therefore better qualified to — 
a reliable opinion upon the matter than 
any other man. The following is sub- 
stantially his view of the case as he 
was understood in a brief conversation: 
First, it is not true, as stated by Mr, 
Cheney, that more mills have been 
built in Georgia since the war than are 
now in operation in New Hampshire. 
On the contrary, there are not in Geor- 
yia to-day as many spindies as have 
been added to the machinery of Man- 
chester alone since the war. When the 
war closed the Amoskeag company 
was running 62500 spindles; to-day 
it runs 150,000. The Man- 
chester corporation, which at the 
close of the war ran about 40,000, n w 
runs over 100000. The first gouds 
made on the Langdon were made ot 
cotton gruwa after the war broke out, 
and tue apindles on the Stark have also 
been increased, ‘This increase in the 
Manchester factories exceeds, as has 
been said, the entire number of spin- 
dies pow running in Georgia, and is 
constantly going on. ‘The increase in 
New England manu acturing during 
the last ten years is unaoticed and un- 
known by a large share of the public, 
because it has taken place, not 
by the increase in the number olf 
mille, but by the enlargement of those 
already built. There are no more Ams 
keag Companies now than there were 
in 1860, but the one of that name turns 
out twice the cloth it did before the 
war. There are two mille in Manches- 
ter which use l per cent. of the entire 
cotton crop of the country,and New 
k gland now uses more thao twice as 
much as she did when the war closed 

“eco: diy, it is not true, as stated by 
Mr. Cueney, that the cotton mills in 
Georgia are ali paying. In fact, none 
of them are paying except a few which 
supply the small jocal demand for 
yools specially adapted to their sec- 
ion. The cotion millsat Augusta, Ga, 
were built before tue war,and since have 
e: joyed ac mparative degree of pros- 
perity, because they have made goods 
for which there was a demand in ther 
immediate vicinity, the market there 
havi: g been en'irely etripped during 
the war But cf the new milis built 
since the wartnose at A'lanta wil 
serve as examples. They were 
built to compete with those of the 
north. The machinery was made by a 
L, well company, which has never been 
able to get pay for it, and «bich is row 
debating whether to advance the money 
to run the mills in the hope of getting 
enough out of them to pay for the 
machinery. No goods are manufac- 
tured in the south which are able to 
compete in the New York market with 
thuse of New England make, and 
whenever there has been an attempt to 
make these cotton fabrics to supply a 
foreign demand it has failed, as at Au- 
| gusta.

“The increase in the cotton manufac. 
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of a natural and healthy growth, and is 
warranted not only by the growth of 
the market for goods, but by the ad- 
vantages which the mills enjoy, while 
the establishment of factories in the 
south has been ar experiment which 
has thus far resulted in failure. The 
south has plenty of water power, but 
it is wholly unimproved, and to im- 
prove it would cost more than New 
England power equally as good and 
ready to be used can |e bought for, and 
until the improved water power in New 
England is a'] in use, that of the south 
is not worth taking the gift of. 

“It may be stated as a general propo- 
sition that manufacturing cannot pros- 
per in alocality in which men or 
women can earn as much by working 
upon the soil as they canin the mill 
They prefer to work for themsel ves and 
be independent of confinement. This 
is true even upon the sterile soil of New 
Hampshire. The Awoskeag company 
has lost more men, whose services it 
would have been giad to retain, by their 
leaving and going upon farms than it 
ever lost by their leaving to go to other 
mills. In the south the soil and eli- 
mate are of such a character that wort 
upon the land will give better waves 
than any manufacturer can afford to 
pay, and this fact alone renders it im- 
possible for that section to engage 
largely in manufacturing. 

“Avain, the character of the south- 
ern people unfits them for the seryice 
which a factory require. The only 
peer who ever do what we call a day’s 
work, that is, who work 10 or 11 hours 
in succession, are the negroes, who 
cannot be good mill hands. Included 
among the advantages which northern 
manufacturers have, are the surround- 
ings of these mills, the chunches, schoo! 
houses, society, and other privileges 
which accrue to their operatives, and 
which they can only be drawn away 
from at all by wages ruinous to em~ 
ployers. Before southern mapufac- 
turers can get good operatives they 
must supply these advantages, and 
their cost must be added to those of 
their water powers and mills. Indus 
tries, like plants, require localities 
specially adapted to them, We 
cannot raise cotton, for while we 
have soil enough and a demand for 
lt, we lack the peculiar condi- 
ti n+ necessary to its production. The 
south can raise it, but cannot manufac- 
ture it, for the same reason. England 
imports her raw material and export: 
her manufactured goods. She Mabers 
nnder the same disadvantages in re- 
spect to transportation as New Engiand, 
bat it has taken acentury for us to rear 
a people and estzblish mille which ena- 
bie us to successfully compete with her 
in our markets, and in those of Europe 
she is still mistress. 

“To sum the matter up. The south 
has water power and raw material. She 
lacks capital and a market, which she 
might possibly get. She lacks the soil 
and climate,and the men and women 
necessary to successful manufacturing, 
and these it is not possible for her to 
get and kecy. She cannot, therefore, 
compete with New England, which has 
the climate, water power, capital, men 
and women, a reputation and a hold 
upon our markets.’

A PROBLEM FOR TAX-PAYERS AND 
ITS SOLUTION. 


We are not prepared to speak fr the 
public at large, but tor ‘our part we 
never grow tired of pausing in the 
midst of the discussion of the capital 
question to indulge in a pleasant little 
coufab witb the editor of the Savannah 
News. He seems so anxious for the 
removal of the capital and so uncertain 
as to the line or argument it is best to 
take, that it is really an agreeable taek to 
occasionaliy confer with him asa to his 
scatements and, in a friend!y way to set 
him right es to facts, and it is the more 
agreeable because of our knowledge that 
no one has a keener desire to be jus! 
and fair than our contemporary. We 
have the vleasure to-day, for the pur 
poses of comment ap’ criticism, of 
presenting the olowiag which tlre 
editor of the News calls “A Problem 
for the Tax-Payers of Gieorgia:” 

By way of illustration Jet us suppose that 
citizen owps a good cc mforlable dwelling in 
Milledgeville, wh ch,with the grounds attached, 
is worth $ 00 000, and that he also owns & very 
ricke'y, uncomioriable and ill coustructed 
house in Atlanta, which—he having been most 
egrey iously swindled in its purchase—cost him 
$200,000. de can’t occupy both houses, and 
must abandon ove of them, His Atlanta prop- 
erty will seil perbaps for half what it cost, while 
his Milledgeville property, if abandoued, would 
not se!) for the cost of the brick and mortar 
4 disinterested Atlanta friend auvises him 
to set tire to his Milledgeville property and sell 
his Atlanta ho ise for wnat he c.o get, he (the 
aforesaid disinterested Atianta friend) promis- 
ing to give him a lot and contribute fifty t ou 
sand do! ars to help him build a pew house ata 
cost of ive hundred thousand dollars. We will 
suppose, for the sake of the argument, that the 
man isduuce enough to accept the advice of 
his disinterested Atlanta itriend, how much 
would he save by the operation? We submit 
the problem to the taxpayers of Georgia. 

By way of illustration, let us sug-~ 
gest a case that comes a little 
nearer the facts. Let us 
suppose that a citizan owns two dwell~ 
ings, one in Atlanta, which he is eccu- 
pying, and one in Milledgeville which 
he has not occupied for years, He has 
a large family, and some of them are 
dissatistied with the dwelling in At~ 
lanta. Haste in construction and de 
ficiencies, either real or imaginary, in 
other directions, have convinced them 
tiat the structure is unsafe Ocher 
members of the household, however, 
think the house is safe and amply suf- 
ficient for years tocome. There is dis- 
cussion in the home circle’ Shall the 
citizen remove back to his Milledgevilie 
dwelling, which his family have out- 
grown, aud which will have to be rex 
paired and made comfortable at a cost 
of several thousand dollars, or shall he 
remain in Atlanta? Shall he give up 
all the comforts and conveniences of a 
modern home to live in one that even 
his ancestors did no‘ consiaer comfort- 
able? At this juncture a committee 
on the part of his neighbors, who have 
heard of the discussions, come to him 
with a proposition. “Sir,” the say, 
‘““we learn that you are dissatisfied 
with your dwelling. We hear, mure 
over, that not being financially able 
at this junc!ure to build 
a new one, you are seriously 
considering the propriety of returning 
to your oid heuse at Milledgeville. 
Why, sir, such a move would cost you 
iore money in the end than would 
serve to build you a tine house. We 
are your neighbors and friends ; weap 
preciate your society and that of your 
familv, and we have come to vou with 
& proposition. Give up your Milledge- 
ville house; it is unsuitable as a home. 
Remain in Atlanta, and we, your neighb- 
bors, will buiid you a dwelling that 
will satisfy not only your desires for 
comfort and convenience, but your ideas 
of elegance. We will build it and fur- 
nish it, and it shall noi ¢ost you one 
cent.”’ We will suppose, for the sake 
of argument, that the man is dunce 
enough not to accept the proposition. 
How much would he lose by returning 
to the diecomforts of his Milledgeville 
dwelling? But suppose he accepts it 
asa sensible man would, how much 
does be gain by remaining in 
(\tlanta ? It must be remembered

So, according to the editor 
of the News, the sta.e would lose next 
to nothing by abandouing her 
Villedgeville property. While we heve 
all along contended that this proposi- 
tion is true, we were not prepared to 
see itso aptly stated by a paper as 
devotediy in favor of removal as the 
Savannah News. We leave the editor 
t. puzzie himself over his problem. 
rhe intelligent tax-payer has already 
solved it.

COTT'ON-MANUFACTURING. 

The cotton manufacturers of New 
England do not like the conclusions of 
a paper read by Mr. Cheney, a-well 
known citizen of New Hampshire, be- 
fore the New England Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ association, at tie recent meet~ 
ing in Boston. Mr. Cheney had just 
returned from a tour throug) the south, 
and his paper was to the effect that the 
south, and particularly Georgia, pos- 
sessed many advantages for the manu. 
facture of cotton that New Eagland 
did not. Since its appererance 
the New Kogland men have 
been doing a deal of whistling to keep 
their courage up. One of their latest 
efforts in this line is in the shape of an 
nterview. Gov. Straw, president of 
the New England eotton manufacturers’ 
association and agent of the Amoskeag 
company, is the interviewed indiviaual, 
and we give his views in another col 
umn, to which the reader 1s : eferred, 
for we have something to say on the 
subject. 

Gov. Straw’s s‘atement that the num- 
ber of spindles in Massachusetts and 
throughout New England has 
been largely increased, needs no 
reply from us, It proves that the 
manufacture of cotton in New England 
is profitable. But we are surprise} 
that a man ‘of Gov. Straw’s 
standing and intelligence shouid con- 
tradict Mr. Cheney’s statement, based 
on personal investigation,that the mills 
of Georgia are profitable. Notwith- 
standing the great success of the cor- 
poration over which Gov, Straw pre 
sides, we very much doubt if that or 
any other New Engiand mill has been 
proportionately as profitable as have the 
milisat Athens, Graniteville, Langley, 
Augusta, Columbus and Trion. The 
Augusta factory—coming out of the 
wdr with its machinery much worn 
and behind the times, with 
ifs past earnings invested in confederate 
bonds—has replaced its old and worn 
out machinery, added new machinery 
and buildings to the extent of $460,000, 
divided among its stockholders an ay. 
erage of 18 percent. a year, and accu» 
mulated a surplus fund of over $200,000. 
Tne mills at Columbus and Athens have 
known about the same measure 
success. 

The statements as to the Atlanta mi | 
are a fair sample of the balance of the 
article, The impression is sought to be 
conveyed that it has been in operation, 
and that it failed because it could not 
compete with New England milis. Our 
mill has yet to spin its first pound of 
cotton; but, unless the testimony uf 
the best experts of New England 
is at fault, it will, as soon as its spin- 
dies are started, produce cotton fabrics 
at from one and a half to two cents a 
pound less than it is possible to pro- 
duce a similar quality of goods in any 
New England mill. It is the best piece 
ot mill property of its size in the coun 
try; as practical results will very soou 
show, 

The idea that *‘no goods are manu 
factured in the south which are able tc 
compete in the New York m irkets with 
those of New England make,”’ is simply 
absurd. As soon as we have supplied 
all local and near-at- home markets, we 
will show the New Englanders whether 
we can compete in the New York mar- 
ket or not. And we wili 
not c'aim much credit in case of 
success, because all the advantages are 
On ourside, Wewill use cotton grown 
in one locality, instead of cotton grown 
in half a dozen states. We will use 
cotton that has not been compressed, 
nor stained, nor damaged py long ship- 
ments. [oa word, vur mills stand in 
the cotton fields, and not a thousand 
miles away from them. We have ma- 
chiwery of the latest patterns—as good 
in every respect as Manc!:ester can 
command, with advantages in raw 
material that neither Manchester nor 
any other New England city possesses 
Augasta has an improved water power 
of three times the capacity of Lowell’s, 
and Columbus an improved water- 
power stronger than that of 
Lawrence and Manchester combined 
Governor Straw’s facts are as wide ot 
the mark as his theories. The one is, 
however, built upon the other, and 
when one is refuted his argument ut- 
terly collapses. He overlooks the fact 
that cotton mille in the south are no 
longer an experiment. Their absolute 
success in the past upsets every mate~ 
terial fact that he presents.

‘When I was arrested and brought back here,’’ 
said Mr. Blodgett, “you made a great todo ip 
THE CONSTITUTION about my little *t\in-box’ and 
whatit wassupposed tocontain. You remem- 
ber your interviewirg me at the postoffice oue 
day and I told you that I had nothing in that 
box that 
WOULD CRIMINATE ANY DEMOCRATS 
n the transactions for which | was under in- 
dictment.”” 
“Yes, | rememberso publishing the statement 
at the time.”’ 
‘Well, | repeat that te you now. I said that 
the contents of that box (which is all a myth ro 
far as the box is concer: ed) were nothing more 
than papers relating to my private affairs.

‘*Have they got into the merit of the case yet?’, 
He ie dead now and we give the above as we 
remember itand we believe accurately.

Llis Kacellency President Hayes, Washington, D.C : 

Sir—Noticing the pardon of Those. B Binyon 
for making false entries on the books of this 
bank, whereby it was swindled out of about 
seventeen thousind dollars, not one cent of 
which has ever been accounted for, we beg your 
forbearance for a moment. 

We prosecuted Bityon at great expense and 
trouble, in order, if possible to check the plun- 
dering of banks by their officials by making 
him an example and vindicating the law, and 
witbout the hope of getting any of the money 
stolen back Banks have large interests a 
stake in this matter, and if their officers are 
allowed to plunder them with impunity, not 
only the safety of individual deposits, but those 
of the government, will be destroyed. 

We write this to invite your excellency’s at 
tention to the importance of a rigid enforcement 
of the law for the protection of banks, in the 
hope that your excellency will in other cases of 
like kind teke such action as will impress bank 
officials with the sacred nature of their trust.
